THE LIBRARY. 

The fumishing of the Library has now been com- 
pleted, and we have prepared room for many other 
Volumes, to render it still more useful to all those 
Members who avail themselves of the privilege of con- 
sulting the works collected in it. 

400 Volumes were added to our Library during 
^ last year. Among these we have acquired a 
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unique and prioeloss illuminated copy of the Divina 
Ck>mmedia, the artistic illastrations of which would have 
rejoiced the heart of our Poet, who would have repeat- 
ed of its pa^^es the high praise he gave to the ** carte^ 
Che pennellcggia Franco Bolognese." 

The very limited amount of money that we can afford 
to spend in buying bo<^ should he an indueement to 
some of our wealthy Members to subseribe to our Library 
Fund. The fact that, owing to the liberality of a single 
individual, the Dante Library in the United States con- 
tains over 7,000 Volumes, should awaken in friendly 
emulation the generoiity of our Members. It is only a 
question of money ; because, if we had enough of it, we 
could soon make our Library even more complete than 
that of which America is so justly proud. 

Professor Bryce, one of our Vice-Presidents, said 
that : " It is very difficult to induce Englkhmen to 
subscribe liberally to purely literary undertakings." 
Another of our Vice-Presidents, the Lord Bishop of Bipon, 
has, however, proved that such an opinion of the generous 
liberality of Englishmen is at least old-fashioned, by 
sending a Subscription to our Library Fund, and setting 
an example which we hope all our Members will haster 
to follow. 
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
